It has been clear all along that the "labor" plank in the Demo- 


cratic platform has been of a nature analogous to dust, which it 
was believed by Ery: n and the labor leaders would get in the eyes 
of voters and leave their sight imperfect as to the whole question, 
and in the confusion, that they might be induced to bchc\c it to be 
something \\hich it was not.

Senator Knox that hi has a peculiar right to speak on the labor 
question, for as Atton cy-fienerat he was the first to actively invoke 
the "great power of tl e Federal government on behalf of the rights 
of labor when for the i rs>t time in the history of the government yoi-', 
speaking for the Dcpa •tment of Justice, intervened in a private law- 
suit which had gone E gainst a locomotive fireman who had lost an 
arm in coupling cars, and by your inter-vention secured a construc- 
tion of the Safety A[phance Act which made it a vital remedial 
statute, and therefore aas secured to hundreds of crippled employes 
and widows of crippl* d employes compensation which they would 
not have otherwise obtained." 


Then the President goes on to pick to pieces the sham "plank" 


which actually promises nothing—and if it did promise the thing 
which Gompers is trying to mislead organized labor into believing, 
would be of no avail, ; s it would not stand the test of constitution- 
ality an instant. 


Such indirection .is Gompers is guilty of in this connection 


makes a sorry showing when contrasted with the straightforward 
lucidity of the President; and he could not have expected to inspire 
to activity the Presidential pen when he essayed to reach and hood- 
wink organized labor through his letter promulgated so widely 
through the press on the 13th instant.
